WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. -The 
War Department has been overwhelmed 
with evidence of the horrifying conditions 
at the military camps. But this is not all. 
Tt is charged that the Government has 
rented these pest holes for a few months 
at prices that would have bought the 
ground outright. 

Congress will be expected ascertain 
who got this money and what means were 
employed in the getting. It may 
gigantic political viilainy. 

It Is manifest to all who enter the War 
Depatimert that its officers realize that 
a ereat scandal ia brewing and there is 
@ mighty scurrying about to shift the re- 
aponsalbility 
The department officials endeavored 
Geny the réports of etarvation of the sol- 
diers and other crimes in the camps by 
flaunting official reports, showing a con- 
trary situation. These tactics have been 
abandoned, as the proof of their falsity 
has been overwhelming. Bad as the stories 
received are, «etill more revolting will the 
horrible situation be shown when the rank 
and file of the soldiers begin telling their 
experiences. They are restrained from 
complaiving by that convenient = word, 
“discipline;’ they have been afraid ‘to 
eviticize, for fear of court-martial, but 
when some of the volunteer regiments are 
mustered out then tales will be unfolded 
that will be far more sensational and start- 
ling than anything yet given to the public. 


SAILORS FAREI WELL. 

It is noteworthy that no complaint has 
come from the navy. Perfect harmony has 
prevailed and the officers of that depart- 
ment have been so thoroughly effictent that 
none of the evile complained of in the army 
have exteted. When soldiers complain, 
salliors commend. The contrast Is striking. 

Secretary Alger does not believe that he 
has failed of the performance of a single 
duty. . 

Commirsary General Eagan asserta with 
positiveness that he has supblied rations 
and subsistence supplies in abundance, and 
says others are responsible for the fa!lure 
to distribute them.

CHICKAMAUGA, Tenn., Aug. 27.—Col. 
Hoff, the chief surgeon. said to-day that 
the awful state of affairs here is due in 
kreat part to the miserable incompetency of 
the medical officers—and to their willful 
negligence.

It bore the 
information that Wanda Von Stern Boden- 
bachs Baroness and Viscountess of Stieren- 
berg, Austria, had died of heart failure this 
morning. The certificate was signed by Dr. 
R. McGregor. 

The Baroness Wanda of Stiecrenberg was 
known as Lillfe Barnett. 

Baron de Lange told Inspector Thomp- 
son that he came New York upon busi- 
connected with a railway enterprise. 
He showed him letters of credit for very 
large sums and letters of introduction to 
men of the highest standing and promi- 
nence, and then Baron Lange told the 
Inspector a story, a’ love story, that had its 
beginning in Austria and its ending in New 
York. He was walking on Broadway when 
he saw a handsome woman whose face 
brought back recollections of childhood.

Five Hundred Prsnounced Cases of 
Typhoid at Camp Thomas. 


CHICKAMAUGA, Aug. 27.—The tickness 
at Camp Thomas has been greatiy ex- 
aggerated by articles that have recently 
been publistred in some parta of the coun- 
try. While there are all told about 1500 
sick soldiers in the hospitals at this park, 
only about #0 of this number are pro- 
nounced typhoid fever cases and a majority 
of these are not of a virulent type. This 
statement is borne out by the death rate. 
For instance, at the Sternberg hospital, 
where there are 470 patients, the death rate 
has been one and one-half per day, or three 
patients lost every three days.

NEW YORK. Aug. 27.—Hundreds of per- 
sons in Brooklyn and this city know the 
Rev. Anson T. Colt, late of Brooklyn. 

How many know of the romance of hi« 
life, hidden away from the world, one might 
Say, under his clerical vestments? 

And yet it is a roman:-e of self-sacrifice 
and heroic devotion to a pu'pose that the 
world ought to know, for it is such heroism 
lived out by unpretentious lives that make 
the world better. 

Somewhere about 1888 Mr. Colt, then a 
coHege student in Michigan, attended a 
missionary meeting in the Episcopal 
Church, and was suddenly moved by the 
conviction that the ought to forsake the 
pleasures of the world and devote hienself 
to preaching the Gospel to the poor. 

Such a sudden resolve astonished his 
friends and amazed his family. The young 
man was well to do; had been liv ng a 
rather luxuriows life: had el gant tastes 
and had a large intellectual ambition. He 
announced his determination to forsake ev- 
erything and go out into the worid as a 
teacher of good tidings to the needy. Neith- 
er ridicule nor threats availed to disiurb 
this resolution, His family, who had 
looked forward to his attainment of high 
honors jin some other profession, opposed 
what they called his whim by every means 
in their power. They even wrote to his 
uncie, the well known Bishop Brown, in the 
diocese of Fond du Lac, asking him to 
use his Episcopal influence and authority to 
induce young Mr. Colt to reconsider his 
purpose. This the Bishop promised to da, 
But his efforts were also unevatling, as 
he rather exultingly told the femily. 

The young man deciared that he would 
carry out his convictions, even if he lost 
every friendin the world. He set about tm- 
mediately to equip himself for the minis- 
try.

She was 
a modest, cultivated and beautiful woman, 
and learning something of Mr. Colt’s pre- 
vious life and purpose, her noblest sympa- 
thies were touched, and she devot her- 
self unremittingly to his care. 

As her patient grew convalescent he told 
her his plans. He must have poured him- 
self out to her as only a sick and dis- 
couraged man can do, and she pitied him 
and sympathized with him.

According to the report of the Naval Board of Examiners, 
who have thoroughly gone over the wrecks of Cervera’s fleet, 
Rear Admiral Schley’s flagship, the Brooklyn, did the most 
effective work in the fight with Cervera’s fleet. Of all the 
American ships engaged, the Brooklyn alone carried 5-inch 
guns, and, therefore, the 20 hits by 5-inch shells must be cred- 
ited to her guns. It is fair to presume, from the fact that the 
flagship was in closer quarters and Was longer engaged than 
any of the ship-, that most of the 8-inch shell hits were made 
by her gunners, and also that many of the hits with small 
shot were from her guns. 

But this evidence of the Brooklyn's effective fire presents 
only one side of her remarkable record. The Oquendo, which

SOLDIER BOYS WANTED BACK. 


President Jesse Thinks That Students 
Fhould Be Relieved From Service. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Aug. 27.—Dr. R. H. 
Jesse, president of the University of Mis- 
souri, in discussing the university pros- 
pects for the coming year, said to-day: 


‘The University of the State of Missour!l 
enrolled last year in all departments at 
Columbia and at Rolla, $18 students, of 
whom 701 were at Columbia. . Of these 7vl, 
about 100 were women, leaving about 6&9 
men. Of these over 100 went from the 


campus at Columbia as volunteers in the 
Spanish-American war. In proportion to the 
enroilment of men, this was the largest con- 
tribution made by any university in Amer- 
ica to the defense of the country. It goes 
without saying that unless these student- 
soldiers return, it may decrease our attend- 
ance next year. Now the nation needs 
highly educated men in peace as much as 
it needs soldiers in war. Would it not bea 
good thing for the President of the United 
States to have these student-soldiers from 
\M.ssouri and other States honorably re- 
lieved from service in time to return to 
their college next fall? 

It would be better still if to this permis- 
sion the President would add his positive 
recommendation that these student-soldiers 
return to their respective colleges, that they 
may gain education with which to help 
their country in peace as a counterpart to 
the bravery with which they have been 
ready to help her in war. This war has 
proved the value of military education in 
institutions of learning. The cadets of our 
State University, to take a single instance, 
have been largely utilized as officers. They 
range in rank from Major and Surgeon to 
private. The impulse of the Spanish- 
American war should cause a large increase 
next fall in the number of men availing 
themselves in colleges and universities of 
mijitary instruction. Would it not be a 
good thing for the commandants of cadets 
detailed by the National Government, but 
withdrawn last spring on account of war, 
to be returned now promptly in September 
to their respective posts that the military 
education, which has proved so valuable 
ana which will unquestionably receive an 
impulse from the late war, may not be hin- 
dered through the absence of the chief in- 
structors? 

Encouraged by the success of the past, 
which has been due in no small measure 
to the kind co-operation of the editors of 
Missouri, -we are hoping next fall for the

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—Mrs. Ah Cum 
Martin, of Shanghai, the Chinese widow of 
Pasquale Martin, who Is to be granted in 
a few days the first American pension ever 
given to a native of China, will be a weaithy 
woman for the remainder of her life. as 
considered by her associates, She has been 
ofe of the very poor class itn China. Her 
pension is to be $8 a month, and her three 
children are each to receive $2 a month un- 
til they are 16 years old. 

Pasquale Martin, the sailor who marr'ed 
Mise Ah Cum in Shanghai 15 years ago was 
a most thoughtful man and most careful of 
the future of his family. He took excessive 
precautions that all his fami.y histor 
should be easy to obtain. The pension of- 
fice expected to have some troubie In estab- 
lishing the claim of Mrs. Ah Cum Martin, 
owing to the lack of pension examiners in 
China, but it has been one of the Smprogs 
cases on record. Martin served continu- 
ously in the American navy for ® years 
and every year of hi« service is accounted 
for and written In full in the navy depart- 
ment records. He was given a discharge 
15 years ago and a pension a8 an invalid. lie

As told In the Post-Dispatch yesterday, 
Becker's body was found in the river by 
fishermen near the Pittsburg dump, about @ 
mile south of the Hads bridge. 

He had been missing from his home, 218 
South Ninth street, since Thursday morn- 
ing. When he went away he said he was 
going over to the Illinois side on a fishing 
excursion. 

Since 189 Becker had been @ letter car- 
rier, working out of Station D. He secured 
permission for a day off, explaining that 
he was not able to work. He told his fam- 
ily that a day’s outing would benefit him, 
and they were hopeful until nightfall] Thurs. 
day, when Becker failed to return te his 
home. 

His absence was reported to the superin- 
tendent of carriers Friday morning, and 
search was at once instituted, but no trace 
of the missing man was found until yes. 
terday, when the fishermen brought his 
body to shore, The remains were so de- 
composed that identification was itmposal- 
ble, and the body was held as “unknown” 
until Tony Ridenbacher of MOO Sidney 
street, a brother-in-law of the deceased, 
went to Bast St. Louls. At first Riden- 
bacher was in doubt, but when he observed 
that the corpse had on a pair of carrier's 
trousers he felt positive the dead man was 
his missing brother-in-law.

Capt. Charles H. Clark is a large, well- 
bullt man, five feet nine inches In height, 


and tips the scale at 2% pounds. His face 
lights up with a cordial smile whenever he 
meets anybody he knows, and he is equally 
affable to strangers who crowd around him 
to offer congratulations. To all he has 
only one reply: “I thank you in behalf of 
the officers and men of the Oregon; they 
did their duty equally well.” He has an 
amiable way of making everybody feel at 
ease who approaches him with a bow and 
mere handshake, or with the informality 
of lone acquaintance. His eyes of steel 
blue never wander from the face of the 
person to whom he is speaking. His hair 
is @ light brown, but the mustache is 
thickly eprinkled with white, largely due 
to his anxiety of the memorable voyage 
that he carried through so successfully.

“The Oregon's voyage doesn't seem great 
to me,.”’ began Capt. Clark, “though !t be- 
came memorable because of its opportune 
completion just at a time that the Oregon 
was needed to strengthen the North At- 
lantic squadron in order to impart confi- 
dence at home. That the Oregon should 
have salled 14,000 miles to be present at the 
destruction of Admiral Cervera's fleet, and 
got there in time, tis really interesting and 
curious. 


DOWN THE PACIFIC COAST. 

“IT was appointed to the ship on March 
17, and we sailed two days later. 
been, on the dry-dock at Brewerton 
a short time before, and her hull wae 
thoroughly clean, From stage to stage the 
coal capacity of the ship determined the 
length of the run. The weather, ex ‘ept in 
the Straits of Magellen, was excellent. The 
run dowr the Pacific coast need not be 
dwelt upon. Nine hundred tons of coal! 
carried us to Callao. No trouble oc- 
curred with the engines, and the same may 
be said of the entire voyage. The incident 
of this run of 4000 knots wae a fire in the 
port coal bunker. The fire was dug out 
and quenched. It was a terrible ordeal for 
the men and a period of great anxiety to 
all on board. Several acts of real heroism 
were displayed in this hazardous fight 
with the flames.” 

“How did you find the sentiment at the 
chief Peruvian port?” was asked. 

“Quite divided,” was the reply. ‘“‘Con- 
2 siderable Spanish sentiment existed there, 
' but the commander of the Marietta had 
ordered our coal for us, and the lighters 
were ready to come alongside as we let go 
the anchor. While the coal was loading 
the engineers overhauled as much of the 
machinery as possible. We knew that 
after we left Callao—provided we could 
coal at Sandy Point, at the eastern mouth 
of the strait—we should not hear any fur- 
ther news from our Government. This was 
@& source of anxiety, but we knew that 
Spain had not a warship in the Pacific 
that could trouble us. We heard consider- 
able about the big torpedo boat Temerario 
that was in Montevideo harbor, and we 
G@eriousliy expected to have to encounter 
her in the Straits, where, under cover of 
some cove Or jutting headland, she might 
inflict serious injury. 


IN STRAITS OF MAGELLAN. 

“Leaving Callao on April 7. we steamed 
due south at an 1l-knot This was 
Sometimes slightiy increased, until the 
evening of the l6th, when Port Tamar, at 
the western end of the Straits of Magellan, 
was sighted. We anchored for the night 
on a ledge of rock that broke from 43 to W 
fathoms in depth in a ship's breadth. It 
Was the deepest anchorwee (300 feet) that I 
have ever known to hold on a rocky sur- 
face. Here a terrible squall struck us, 
which lasted throughout the night. 

“The windlasses were at work at dawn, 
however, because we wanted to meke the 
run of over ®) miles to Sandy Point before 
dark.

I steamed 
into the harbor two miles above the usual 
anchorage for war vessels, giving to my 
ship an isolated position, so that I might 
be justified in regarding the approach of 
any strange craft as a hostile act. The 
utmost vigilance was employed day and 
night; men were kept constantly at the 
rapid-fire guns. A searchlight and patrol! 
boats watched the water after nightfall. 
The risk was too great for me to take any 
chances, and although the Brazilians acted 
all right, and were even generous in not

holding us to the 24-hour rule recognized 
junder international law, I could 
sure of the utter absence of cranks or 
Spanish sympathizers. 

“At this point I want to say considerable. 
Several long cablegrams were exchanged 
between the Government and myself.

We 
sailed next morning, and this run of four 
days to Barbadoes was the most thrilling 
of the entire voyage.

“Indeed, the entire trip from Sandy Point 
to Jupiter Inlet was a lightless voyage. In 
pitch-like darkness we drove ahead at our 
highest speed—seeing lights many times, 
but always avo:ding the ships that bore 
them.

Arrangements Made for the Departure 
of the Commissioners. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—Arrangements 
have been made for the speedy departure 
of the commission charged with the super- 
vision of the evacuation of the Spanish 
forces from Cuba and Porto Rico.

No estimate has yet been made as to the 
amount of merchandise taken by the rob- 
bers who paid their respects to Beck & 
Corbitt. It is known the burglars went pre- 
pared to blow open the mafe had it been 
necessary, for the toolg used for that pur- 
pose were found lying on the floor by the 
porter who opened the place for business 
yesterday morning. The fact that no doors 
or windows were broken creates the be- 
lief that entrance was effected by means 
of skeleton keys. 

The police have no tangible clew to the 
thieves. In fact, the police knew nothing 
of the looting of the safe until away up in 
the day Saturday. Then a patrolman vis- 
ited the scene, looked wise and gave or- 
ders that no information concerning the 
robbery be given to the newspapers, as 
pepseetion of the robbery would let the 
surglars know that burglary is a crime and 
that burglary had been committed.

HIS DEAD SOLDIER BOY 
BARBAROUSLY TREATED. 


CHICKAMAUGA UNDERTAKERS 
TUMBLED THE BODY INTO 
THE COFFIN. 


HAD THE BOX MARKED 
“DON'T OPEN; TOO FEVERISH.” 


— 


Somebody in Authority Ought to Be 
Responsible for the Transmis- 
sion of the Bodies of Dead 
Soldiers. 


A startling example of the barbarities 
practiced on soldiers in camp at pestilen- 
tial Chickamauga, and the ghoulish cli- 
max that saddens the taking away of a 
brave boy, is found in the case of George 
F. Bromschwig, a St. Louisan, who died 
at the Georgia camp, Aug. 16. 

Bromschwig was a private in 
M, First Missouri Volunteers. He was 
the son of J. H. Bromschwig, a highly 
respected citizen, living at 3621 Cook ave- 


nue. 
The story of poor George Bromschwig is 
a sorrowful verification of the fact that 


some men may properly be classed as hu- 
man hyenas. 

On the morning of Aug. 16 Mr. Broms- 
chwig received a telegram from Capt. Bar- 
stow, saying: . 

“George is sinking. Come quick.”’ 

Members of the family were in readiness 
to take a train for Chickatmauga that night 
when anoth r telegram was received an- 
nouncing the death of the young man. 

The telegram of the morning was tle first 
ee the family had that George was 
sick. 

On receipt of the second telegram, the 
trip to Chickamauga was abandoned and 
a message was sent orde ing the body sent 
here for burial. Capt. Barstow w red back 
to know if the body should be «cmbalmed. 
An affirmative reply was given. The body 
arrived August 18, in a zinc box, on which 
was inscribed: 

“Do not open. Too feverish.” 

Accompanying the body was a bill of $54. 
representing work supposed to have been 
done by Chickamauga undertakers. Among 
other items was $) for a shroud, the bal- 
ance being for embalming and for the box 
containing the remains. 

Mr. Bromschwig did not heed the “wanged

notice not to open the box. He wan 

to be sure that he was burying the botly 
of his son. so he had the box opened at an 
undertaking estabiishment. There, to his 
horror, he found that the body had not been 
embalmed and there was no shroud. In- 
stead, theabody was decomposed almost be- 
yond recognition, and had been tumbied 
roughly into the box, clothed itn the same 
apparel the boy wore on his death bed. 

The burial occurred the next day after 
the arrival of the body, and the grief of 
Mr. Bromschwig over the death of his son 
is intensified by theybarbarous manner in 
which the corpse was*handied. He doesn’t 
know the name of the undertaker who is 
guilty of such an inhuman act. But he 
will find out. 

Mr. Bromschwig does not attach any 
blame whatever to Capt. Barstow. He pre- 
sumes that the captain was not aware 
of the deception. Mr. Bromschwig is of the 
opinion that the ghoulish undertaker must 
enjoy the favor of some one in regular 
army circles who has authority. Briefiy 
stated, he denounces the case as an out- 
rage and a disgrace to American civiliza-

SMALL INCREASED VALUES. 


Auditor Will Not Allow the Records 
of the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion to Be Seen. 


The State Board of Equalization has done 
what it was expected to do in the matter 
of assessing the valuation of street rall- 
Way properties in the State. 

After completing the assessment of 
steam railroads, bridges, telegraph and ex- 
press companies, the result of which will 
not be made public for several days, the 
board on Friday took up the assessment 
of street railway properties for the first 


time in its history in obedience to the law 
of 1897. 

As was expected by those who have been 
struggling to secure a reasonable increase 
in the assessment, the increase was very 
small, amounting to about $1,300,000, 

Two members of the board voted to in- 
Crease the assessment several million dol- 
lars, but three others voted them down, 
and fixed the small amount of increase. 

A representative of the Post-Dispatch

John J. McCann carried the case into the 
Supreme Court and by a mandamus pro- 
cess compelled the State Board of Equali- 
zation to assess the street ra.lroads under 
the new law of 1897. He then attempted by 
the same process to compel the board to 
assess the properties of all the named cor- 
porations at something like their actual 
cash value, but the court decided the 
board was a law unto itself in that regard, 
Mr. McCann and his associates then at- 
tempted to induce the board by argument 
and evidence to increase the assessments, 
but failed.

that she would go Bast to have the re- 
mains cared for and shipped back to 8t. 
Louis, 

Mrs. Angelica left for Chicago last n'ght 
to confer with a bro -her-n-aw, who lives 
in that city. She will B des ne 4 return to 
St. Louls Monday or Tuesday, while her 
brother-in-law goes to Gloucester. 

Angelica left St. Louis July 3, bound for 
his old home in Italy, where hb. was to 
meet his lé-year-old son, a favorite whom 
he had not seen for severa, years, he having 
been a student in an Italian school. as 

It was his intention to bring the boy beaék 
te St. Loula with him. The lad was the 
idol of his father. He is now prepa.ing to 
journey to America alone, 

Mrs. Angelica will always be a firm be- 
liever presentiments, for, as told in-the 
Post-Dispatch at the time of the La Bour- 
@ogne disaster, she had a vision on the 
night the ship went down, in which she 
fancied she saw a wrecked vessel and 
heard her husband calling for help. The 
presentiment was so strongly impressed up- 
on her that she told other members of the 
family about it, and was greatly worried. 
Two days later her vision was verified by 
the receipt of news to the effeet that her 
husband was among the lost. 

Last night, just before she bourded @ 
train for Chicago, Mrs, Angelica recounted 
her strange experience to a Post-Dispateh 
reporter, 

“I felt 


ositive,”” she said, that some- 
thing awiel had "happened from the very 
moment I had that vision. it Wes not 4 
dream. for I had not been asleep that night, 

was just as wide awake as I am right 
now, when suddenly the horrible spectacle 
of a sinking ship came before me, and the 
pitiful cries of my husband came in my 
ears. I can even hear him calling new. 
Nothing could have been plainer. i never 
had such exeperience before, and 1 had 
never believed in. such things. 

Other members of the family and friends 
who know Mrs. Angelica bear witness to 
the fact that she related to them her 
strange vision before news of the disaster 
reached St. Louls or any other part of the 
United States. . 

Mrs. Ange.ica regards it as rémarkabie 
that the body ehguld be found afier the 
lapse of so many weeks. While she is ih 
deep mourning for her dead husband, she 
iy consolation in the knowledge that @he 
will have an opportunity to give the 
burial.

McCormick is satis- 
fled there will be money in good horses in 
the South this winter, as he has received 
a number of assurances to that effect. 
Speaking of the Burns & Waterhouse stable 
cCormick said he was leaving them be- 
cause their stable is far too large for Cali- 
fornia racing. Their yearly losses are 
heavy because they cannot win enough 
money in a season to begin pay ex- 
penses. Both Trainer cCormick and. 
ockey Thorpe receive large salaries, and

come. Nobody told the public press, or 
by any other means conveyed information 
to the people or to friends and relatives 
of the sick soldiers, here or elsewhere in 
the State. 

So, when the train rolled into Union Sta- 
tion, all was confusion, and there were 
present mot more than 20 persons to receive 
the sick soldiers from the South. Am- 
bulances did come, at last, when suim- 
moned by private citizens, but it required 
an official request to open the doors of the 
Marine Hospital, and the military depart- 
ment had forgotten to make it. 

Upon the second cot on the left at the 
City Hospital lies Harry Dawson, a pri- 
vate In Company H of the Second M ssouri 
Volunteers. <A Post-Dispatch reporter 
talked with Dawson yesterday afternoon. 
He asked him to tell how they were 
treated at Camp Thomas and the sick man 
told the reporter thie: 

“When we went into camp at Chicka- 
maugua we were located upon the side of 
a stony and heavily timbered hill. The 
sanitary condition of the camp was some- 
thing frightful. Rains were frequent and 
the thmber was so thick that the sun could 
not get in to dry the earth. The dampness 
was intense. At night the moisture fairly 
oozed from the ground and the stench of 
malarial odors was eickening. Upon the 
lower side our men were camped in a deep 
hollow. The genes was full of disease. We 
were all well and strong when we went 
into camp there, but the best of us could 
not stan 2 in the face of the disease- 
laden air. hen the sun did reach any 
part of the camp it created a seething, 
stinking steam, and breathing this, we be- 
gan to fill with malaria. We were alarmed 
and asked to be moved. After many prom- 
ises and long delays we were moved back 
uopn the open ground. Here our camp was 
located upon the edge of a marsh. Our 
regimental surgeon condemned the place 
at the outset, but it did no good. We were 
not moved, and when I left the camp was 
still there. 

“As the men became ill thev were taken 
to the regimental hospital. which was in- 
adequate and so soon overflowed that we 
were carried in to the division hospital. 
There our treatment was shameful. The 
doctors were too few to give us p”oper at- 
tention. The attendants were nervous and 
neg'ected us. One night I was very il!. Two 
pn scriptions hung over my head but the 
attendant had dererted me, ard I cou'd 
not @et them filled. The cooks were over- 
worked and constantly changing, and what 
food we had was poorly cooked. They 
starved us. We grew to abhor hospita’s. 
The division hospital at Camp Thomas was 
a death hole. 

“When we reached St. Louls and learned 
that only the City Hosp! al was open to 
us the men stampeded for their homes. 
They did not want to enter any more hos- 
pitals. I should not have come here had 
I been well enough to tramp home, O hers 
were just as sick and went home anyway. 
Had they known that this place is as nice 
as it is they would have come here. I was 
never treated better in my life than they 
are treating me here. 

“‘We have been keenly disappo'nted In the 
army service. Life at Camp Thomas was 
frightful and when to our disappointment 
in not ge ting to the front there was added

It has @ long tharp beak, and this 
it drives into the boll of cetton and there 
lays ita eggs. Within three days after the 
bill of the “sharpshooter” p'erces the cob 
ton boll the boll drops from the stalk to the

The first estimate that 1 met placed the 
total at 20,000,000, says a correspondent 
of the London Telegraph. This seemed 
to me so extraordinary as to be igcredl- 
ble, and 1 took some pains to ascertain 
the opinions of men who were Mving in 
this-region at the time. Dr. Griffith John 
of Han-Kow, the translator of the New 
Testament into Chinese, vtho is univer- 
sally respected, assured me that, judg- 
ing from his own personal observations, 
he did not deem the total mentioned ex- 
cessive, 

In- 1860, when the movement had been 
in full progress for nine years Dr. John 
went to see the leader of it, who called 
himself Tien Wang, Heavenly King. 

In going to Soo-Tchow up the Grand 


‘Canal, “the boats,” he says, “‘had to be 


pushed through heaps of dead bodies, 
many of the victims having been killed® 
by the insurgents, but probably a still 
larger number of men, women and chil- 
dren who had committed suicide to cs- 
cape their fury.” 

Not only the Yang-Tse and its tribu- 
taries, but every lake, pond and well 
was crowded with the corpses of fugi- 
tives from the brutal license and bar- 
barity of the Tai-Pings. 

Tens of thousands of square miles in 
these central provinces were depopu- 
lated. For 13 years bands of thieves and 
rebels wandered unmolested over the 
country| and huddled in the ruins of de- 
vastated homes. To this day the land 
has not recovered ite former prosper- 
ity. 

The leader of the revolt was a poor 
visionary named Hung-tsieu-teuen, born 
near Canton, who was educated at a 
Protestant missionary school, There he 

ll in with a Rev. Issachar Roberts, 

10 seems, unfortunately, to have been 

arly as visionary as his pupil. 

“he obfect of the rebellion was to over- 

iTow the Manchus, and ite chief se- 
cured a certain amount of outside sym- 
pathy by professing himself in favor of 
Christianity and of foreigners. Success 
turned his brain. He called himself the 
brother of Jesus Christ, published any 
number of theological proclamations, 
and was going to establish righteousness 
and the great peace. It was marvetous 
how any persons could have been misled 
as to the real character of the fanatics, 
for, while the words of the Bible were 
never out of their mouths, their whole 
campaign was one of rapine, lust and 
murder, 

In one of his edicts Hung-tsieu-tseun 
announces a revelation in favor of a 
multiplicity of wives. ‘Adam,’ gays the 
fanatic, “‘was right to take only one 
wife; but I know better, and I will teil 
you to tike 10." There is evidence that 
this command was obeyed to the letter 
and beyond it. The “Heavenly King" 
himself took 108 wives and murdered such 
as offended him. 

I cannot refrain from giving one ex- 
tract from a book by this wretch on the 
descent of the heavenly Father. I doubt 
Whether in the annale of human fa- 
naticism anything more astounding was 
ever penned: 

“Through the grace of the heavenly 
Father, the number of ladies at the 
court is very great, and you should not 
kill (them) for every trifling offense. 
When the ladies wait upon you, my 
elder brother, it is of course their duty, 
but sometimes they may be apt to excite 
your righteous indignation, in which case 
you must treat them gently and not 
kick them with your boots on; for 
if you kick them with your boots 
edged oa gpa of the ladies 
congratulations of ete | eben.

“Probably no people on earth depend 
sO much on their own remedies as the 
Porto Ricans. All Spaniards are great 
believers in the efficacy of herbs, and 
the doctor's office is continually usurped 
by men or Women herbalists who earn 
geod fees. They have naturally a taste 
for the business to begin with. Then, 
having received instructions which are 
are handed down from father to son or 


surprising. 

“Every neighborhood has it« herb doc- 
for, and his house is well khown to 
every man, Woman and child for miles 


from mother to daughter, they acquire 
. & ekill in the use of herbs that ts really 


around, and when you call, if it be not 
in ‘herb harvest time,’ when the doctor 
is on the hills gathering his stock for 
the coming year, you will be welcomed 
with true Spanish courtesy. 

“From the smoke-stained ceiling hang 
bunches of dried herbs that to the visitor 
appear to be decorations of grasses hung 
up on some festive occasion and forgot- 
ten, and it would be hard indeed for the 
layman to imagine that the apparently 
worthless (¢fifles were of inestimable 
value. Durifig business hours the doctor 
will be found in the plaza or market,, 
seated in a quiet corner, @ bunch of 
dried herbs near at hand, while the 
women, returning from the market, buy, 
at two farthings apiece or less, bundles 


of these musty weeds, asking directions 
as to their use, how strong the medicine 
shall be made, and, strange as it may 
seem, in each case the doctor usually 
prescribes with unerring accuracy. 

“T know it is considered unprofessional, 
but I really have a sincere admiration 
for the herbalist. Often he oréhe cannot 
read or write, yet the cures wrought by 
these persons in cases of fever, colic, 
rhelumatism, want of appetite and the 
like are wonderful and, being real, can- 
not be laughed down. 

“The distinguishing feature of the 
flowers and shrubs |s a certain aromatic 
flavor mingled with a strong bitterness. 

“The leading diseases among the poor 
are colic, wind spasms and low fevers. 

“Foremost among the herbs is the yer- 
ba luisa. This is a garden plant, known 
to the housekeepers of the United States 
as the lemon verbena. Here a woman 
plucks a sprig and 6cents her hands with 
it: so does the Porto Rican belle, but 
she knows well its value, and treasures 
and dries for winter use every leaf. Even 
among the medical profession in this 
country its value 1s recognized as the 
strongest stomach cordial in the world.’

One of them, a 

16-foot sewer on Lawrence avenue, is 

well under way, and is being construct- 

ed according to the common method of 
excavation. 

The Thirty-ninth street tunnel, how- 
ever, involves one of the most difficult 
of engineering feats, and here the shield 
system, requiring the use of powerful 
machinery similar to but larger than 
that employed in the construction of the 
great railway tunnel under the St. Clair 
River at Port Huron, must be employed. 
This ig necessitated by the strata of 
blue clay through which the conduit, 20 
feet in diameter, must be carried. 

Attention to this arm of Chicago’s new 
sewer system has been aroused among 
the highest circles of the engineering 
world by reason of the material whica 
is to compose the outward rim of the 
underground channel from lake to river. 
Instead of brick, this outer surface is to 
be wood, which, owing to the nature of 
the soil, will be possibly more druabie 
than brick and, in addition, will afford 
an additional safeguard, because the 
moisture in the clay will cause the seg- 
ments into which the heavy hemlock 
timber must be cut to swell and render 
a water-tight casing over the five Mick 
nesses of brick. 

The ehield to be used In the work was 
constructed in Chicago. The work is 
expected to begin this week, and the 
$75,000 worth of machinery employed by 
the contractors will not stop, night or 
day, week day or Sunday, until the work 
is complete. 

The shield used is of a diameter of 24 
feet and 10 inches, with the outer rim 
composed of one-inch steel tested to a 
pressure of 65,000 pounds to the square 
inch, ‘The forward edge of this great 
circle Is sharpened to a nicety. Within 
the steel circlet three piatforms will be 
constructed and divided into eight com- 
partments. Upon these supports the 
workmen will be stationed when the 
shield is in operation, all the project- 
ing edges of these dividing platforms be- 
ing sharply pointed. 

The great mass of steel will be forced 
ahead into the ground by 48 hydraulic 
jackscrews. In the construction of the 
St. Clair River tunnel each advance was 
about 13 inches, e soil which is gath- 
ered within the’ ehield will then be 
passed through two doors near the bot- 
tom of the rear wall of the machine, if 
such it may be called, and thence car- 
ried to the opening admitting to the 
outer air, which will be a great dis- 
tance away when work has proceeded. 

Ten feet to the rear of ‘the shicid alr 
locks will be conetructed to keep out 
the water, which is expected to flow 
freely from tie bluish clay. Thus the 
men in the cylinder will work in an al- 
mosphere of compressed air. 

Electric lights will be placed within 
the shield and squads of men will be on 
duty constantly. 

Immediately behind the alr-locks and 
in that portion of the bore completed 
by the excavators the masons will fol- 
low and lay the brick conduit. 

The outer rim will be composed of 
hemlock timber 8x6 inches in size. The 
wood will be cut in segments and then 
spiked together so that the proper cylin- 
drical form may be secured. Within 
this rim five thicknesses of brick will 
be laid. Exposed to the clayey soll the 
wood will last as long as brick and the 
swelling of the timber will afford an ex- 
tra safety covering greatly desired. 

But the principal point in the use of 
this material is that it will afford a 
foundation for the hydraulic jacks, ad- 
mitting of their effective operation. 
Heretofore other materials have been 
used for tile purpose, but the present 
plan promises to give the best results. 

The doors at the rear of the shield 
through which the excavated matter will 
be passed are #0 arranged that they 
may be closed immediately in the event 
of danger from water or other sources 
in the rear. 


A COMPLEX ART. |

Grasse is the 
ON IN flower center of 
the world, Its 
FRANCE, residents are 
nearly all et- 
gaged in some branch of perfume-mak- 
ing and extra help is employed besides. 

In the entire Department of the Mari- 
time Alps there are annually converted 
into perfume: 

4,400,000 pounds of roses. 

5,500,000 pounds of orange flowers. 

400,000 pounds of jasmines. 

330,000 pounds of cassia flowers. 

330,000 pounds of tuberoses, 

440,000 pounds of violets. 

The cutters, womed and children, at 
daybreak, before the rays of the sun 
have fallen upon the flowers (and some- 
times called by the sound of a horn at 
night when a storm threatens), assem- 
ble, and, excited by the rythm of their 
songs, perch upon the trees or stoop be- 
neath the bushes to do the gathering. 

The cut flowers are put into bags and 
carried upon the backs of donkeys to 
the works, where they are received by 
girls who sort them and spread them 
out upon the pavement of a cool hall, 
where the manipulator comes to get 
them. 

There are two sorts of flowers—those 
in which the perfume exists entirely 
condensed before beginning to evapo- 
rate and those in which it is gradually 
produced a few moments only before it 
is disengaged. Hence arise two different 
methods. The flowers that readily give 
up their concrete odor by rapid and 
violent means are treated by distilla- 
tion, while the others require a slower 
and more delicate process—the use of 
a solvent. 

Here is presented angjher difficulty, 
that of separating the essential oil from 
resin, tannin and impurities. A solvent 
of the essential oil will, as a general] 
thing, carry alcng a: portion of these 
substances. If, for example, the oil is 
soluble in the aqueous liquids that im- 
pregnate the tissues of the flower, it 
will partake of the ill-odor thereof. On 
the other hand, if it is too active, 
will kill the plant and prevent the odor 
from developing. The solvent used is 
a mixture of beef suet and lard, washed, 
melted and prepared with the greatest 
care. It may be replaced by very pure 
olive oil or highly refined neutraline oll. 

There are but two flowers that will 
withstand distillation, the rose and the 
orange flower. Maceration is applied 
to the violet, cassia, jonquil, rose and 
orange flower. 
Women standing in front of a water 


; bath stove melt the fat in tinned basins 


called ‘“‘bugadiers.’’ Into these they 


’ throw. the flowers and keep them sub- 


merged by means of a spatula at a tem- 
perature of about 65 degrees for half an 
hour. Then they take them out, drain 
them and press the amalgamated res- 
idua, heated by boiling water, into a 
hydraulic press, in order to remove the 
last traces of fa.ty matter. 

But a single maccration does not suf- 
fice to perfume the suet, which is so far 
ecarcely odoriferous. The workmen then 
take this same fat, recharge it with 
flowers and rebegin the operation, and 
proceed until the fatty body has ac- 
quired the desired st'ength. It is esti- 
mated that it takes five pounds of flow- 
ers to perfume a pound of fat. With ccr- 
tain flowers % treatments are required.

The shoes supplied to the soldiers seem 
to have been designed primarily with 
the solé object of obtaining the greatest 
possible amount of discomfort at the 
least possible expense. 

To the soldier the shoe is of para- 
mount importance, It is even more nec~- 
essary than good clothing; even more 
vital than food. Infantry has largely 
succeeded cavalry in the service, and 
upon the condition of the feet depends 
largely the success of every movement. 

Moreover, in the foot are many very 
sensitives nerves, which connect direct- 
ly with the brain. When the foot is un- 
comfortably clad, pain and weariness 
result to the whole system. 

When it is tortured, as it must be in 
the very ill-shaped army pattern, which 
is everything that a shoe should not 
be, and nothing which a shoe should be, 
such intense suffering is occasioned that 
mental depression is brought on, and the 
tone of the whole system is deranged 
and iowered, and its power of resisting 
any disease which may assalil it mate- 
rially lessened. 

There is no doubt whatever but that 
much complaint would have been heard 
had not the peculiar conditions of the 
war precluded the necessity of long 
marches. From the point of landing to 
Santiago was too short a distance, and 
the advance was broken by too many 
halts, for the army ‘to test fully the tor- 
tures that the Govetmment shoes are ca- 
pable of inflicting. ~ 

How it may be with Gen, Miles’ men 
in Porto Rico is a question yet undeter- 
mined, but even there the distances are 
inconsiderable, as the island is but from 
30 to 40 miles across, and but 100 miles In 
length. Moreover, the soldiers taken by 
Gen. Miles to Porto Rico have been wéar- 
ing their shoes in camp until they have 
“broken them in’’ somewhat, and it is 
likely that their marching will be pretty 
well over before the shoes they have wear 
out. But for this happy circumstance 
even the short distances of Porto Rico 
might seem Interminable. 

Perhaps the greatest suffering was ex- 
perienced when the shoes were given to 
the soldierg while in the big camps at 
Hempstead, Tampa and Chattanooga. 
From each of these camps much com- 
plaint is known to have emanated. 

There is a great deal of sentimental, 
meaningless and deceptive talk about 
nothigg being too good for the gallant 
fellows of our army, yet we give them 
the worst and cheapest shoes that can be 
manufactured by machinery, New shoes, 
under any circumstances, are a trial, 
when they are constructed without any 
curve or shaping in the back to fit about 
the heel and prevent rubbing, and when 
the soles are so straight and shapeless 
that they might fit one fost, the right or 
left, equally well, they are a torture. 

The right kind of a shoe !s well curved 
along the back seam, shaped to fit about 
the heel, with a wider sole, that spreads 
with the tread of the foot, and that gives 
room for the toes, not only In width, but 
by a high relief of leather from the sole 
at the end of the shoe. 

In the army shoe this upper covering 
of the foot begins flatly ffm the sole, 
and the toes must be wedged underneath

army moves on its 
stomach.

Moreover, the heavy cord 
that runs from the hee] upward to- 
ward the calf of the leg, which is more 
directly conserved in the act of walking 
than any other considerable muscle, is, 
though very strong, very sensitive and 
liable to inflammation and swelling if it 
is cut by improperly constructed Uppers. 
The upper of the army ehoes does not 
take this muscle into account at all, It 
follows it with a course seam and then 
cuts it with a shepeleas edge that has 
to be bound close against it in order to 
keep the shoe upon the foot at all. 

It is hard for the volunteers, who are 
unaccustomed to camp life, to take prop- 
er care of their feet in any event. Foot 
baths, necéssary as they are, have fre- 
quently to be foregohe for lack of water, 
time, or, indeed, the strength. After a 
hard day the soldier is frequently too 
weary to do more than fold his blanket 

about him and lie down to heavy eleep.

Marion ©-awford is considered, and 
probably considers himself, an American 
author, elthough he was born itn Italy, 
at Bragi di Lucca, where a part of his 
boyhood was spent. He was 12 years 
of ase when he was “sent home” to 
America to school. Later he went to 
England to study and thence to Ger- 
many, completing his cosmopolitan edu- 
cation in Rome and India. To the lat- 
ter country he went in search of San- 
skrit lore. It was in India that Mr. 
Crawford had his first experience as a 
journalistic writer and editor. It was 
here, too, at Sirula in the hills, that 
he met the original of his fascinating 
and famous Mr. lesaacs. 

In 188 Mr. Crawford was married to 
a daughter of Gen. Berdan and the 
next ye@r settled himself near Sorrento, 
Italy, which has aince been his home.

Among the most notable of the more 
recent recruits to the Eng‘ish colony of 
American authors is Ha old Frederic of 
the much-discuscsed novel, “The Damna- 
fion of Theron Ware.” 

Mr. Frederic first went abroad In 1884 
as the representative of the Niw York 
Times. Since then London has been his 
home. 

Henry Harland, the one-time “Sidney 
Luska,"’ who wrote the adntirable novel 
of New York Jewish life, cal’ed “Aa It 
Wes Written,” has become so thorough- 
ly identified with the literary life of 
London that it is hard to beli(ve that 
he ever knew America at all, far less 
that he was born here some 38 yeurs 
ago. 

Charles G. Leland, once well known 
by the humorous verses thet h* signed 
with the name of “H-ns Bre'tman,” and 
by the Interesting books he wrote about 
the gypsies, and still others which treat- 
oe] of all sorts of epat'ers artistic and 
antiquarian, is enother of our authors 
who spends most of his time abroad. 
For some t'me past Mr. Leland has been 
living quietly in London. 

Blanche Willis Howard sold het 
charming little story, “One Summer,” 
for enough money to take her to Eu.

There was a brother of David Farra- 
gut, too—William A. C. Farragut. He 
entered the navy in 1809, and in 1869 
had not been at sea for % years, 
having been retired about 1824. Lester 
A, Beardslee, who retired in February 
last, #as No. 3 in the list of masters, and 
young Tom Selfridge, whose retirement 
later in the same month made room for 
Commodore Bunce as an admiral and 
for Capt. Schley as a commodore, was 
No.7 in the same list. Admiral Miller, 
who gfter flying his flag at Queen Vie- 
totri Jubilee on the Brooklyn now 
hoists it on a fish commission steamer 
in San Francisco, waa No. 8 in the list, 
and Admirals Sicard, Matthew and Nor- 
ton were Nos, 12, 13 and 19.

HOW TO EAT 

HE prevalent idea that slow eating is very 

+ favorable to digestion is largely fallacious. 
The important point is not that we eat 

slowly or fast, but that when we do eat we chew 
Of course, where the haste is due 
to some mental anxiety, this may injuriously in- 
hibit the secretions. Slow eating begets a habit 
of simply mumbling the food without really mas- 
tieating it, while the hurried eater is Inclined to 
swallow his food before proper mastication. Hence 
hurried eating is bad, but rapid mastication is 
advantageous. It concentrates our energies on 
the act in question, and hence more thoroughly 
accomplishes it. Moreover, energetic chewing 
stimulates the secretién of saliva in thé most 
favorable manner. These various points are so 
commonly misunderstood, at least by the laity, 
that they demand our frequent attention.

In hospitals, where every patient’s power of 
resistance is below par because of some malady 
which lowers his vitality, where the fresh air, 
exercise and wholesome food are not always ob- 
tainable, it is probable that files act as carriers 
of disease, 


DANGERS OF CYCLING. 


R. MARC RAY HUGHES sees many dan- 
[) gers in wheeling. He says: 

“The century has become very popular, 
and it has come to be thought that a-wheelman 
does not deserve the name unless he can claim 
a few centuries. Even women and children are 
beginning to do centuries. Few persons can ride 
a hundred miles in a day without injuring them- 
selves. Thers is danger in the century for many 
persons.

“Why did I shoot at my father?” said 
young Joseph Mayer to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter as he sat in a chair in the holdover 
and dangled his legs over the edge of a 
high chair. 

“Well, I don’t know. .I don’t think I 
meant to hit him, and yet I don’t think I 
would have cared if I had. The best rea- 
eon is that he has money and won't support 
my mother and her children. If he had 
supported us properly I would never have 
shot at him, 

‘Ever since I can remamber he has treat- 
ed us all like dogs, while he lived on the 
best in the land. While we were in Phila- 
delphia he stopped at a'$3-a-day hotel while 
we all often went hungry. Then he always 
beat my mother, my sisters and me without 
cause, I hate him and I can’t help it. He 
has never been a father to me nor a hus- 
band to my mother, 

‘They were married in Newark, N. J., 
19 years aco. He was a peddler then. He 
arose through his own efforts and my moth- 
er’s until he became a physician. First he 
Was an occulist and we lived all over the 
country. As soon as we got to knowing 
the streets in a place we would move. 

“Hle graduated in Philadelphia in 18%. 
We came to St. Louis that fall and lived at 
1655 South Jefferson avenue. He left home 
then and went to Fayette, Mo. I followed 
him-a month, and he told me he did not 
love my mother and never did. He said he 
had been false to himself for years, but 
would do so no longer. 

“Then he went to Guthrie, 0. T. He 
wanted a divorce and made application. 
My mother and I went there and the suit 
was dissnissed, he agreeing to pay $75 per 
month. He never paid this. In 18% he 
again applied for a divorce. This time he 
got it on the claim that my mother was 
insanaly jealous, 


“We were all sent to New York and were 
to get the alimony, It never came. I heard 
he was in St. Louis, and in 1897 I came here 
to get him arrested for abandoning my 
mother, I could not get the warrant because 
he showed ‘his divorce papers. I went back 
to my mother. We never got any money 
from him, and I decided to come acter him. 
Money was all I wanted. I left home in New 
York April 20, last. I got as far as Cleve- 
land, O, There my money ran out. I worked 
and got more money and came here, arriv- 
ing on July 5.

The youth says his father, Dr. Ignatz 
Mayer, was born in Buda Pest. His mother, 
whose maiden name was Sarah Rosenberg, 
was born in Dansek, Germany. They were 
married, he said, in Newark, N. J., Feb. 1, 
1881. As a result of the unian there are five 
children, of which Joseph is next to the 
oldest. The other four are Annie, 16 years 
old; Fannie, 14; Adolph, 12, and Lena, 10. 
10. 

The family lives in New York City, 
where, by the help of the Hebrew Charity 
Society, they manage to obtain a livea- 
hood, Mrs. Mayer, so Joseph says, conducts 
a emall stand, where she sells collar but- 
tons, trinkets, etc. 

Dr. Mayer refused to ‘talk of the condi- 
tions leading up to the shooting, referring 
all questioners to his attorney, H. T. 
Brownrigg. 

That gentleman unhesitatingly told of his 
client's matrimonial difficulties. 

“This whole affair and the little affairs 
that have preceded it,”’ he said, “is the re- 
sult of jealousy—insane, unreasonable jeal- 
ousy. It looks as if hate has supplanted 
love and is ever pursu:ng this man. 

“There ts no evidence that the boy shot 
at his father. The doctor heard shots, but 
no bullets. If murder was ever intended, 
why did not the young man shoot as he 
walked beside his father from Twelfth 
street to Twenty-firet? It is only another 
dodge in the persecution of Dr. Mayer. 
What was the boy’s first act in prison? He 
sent for reporters and urged them to print 
his story. 

“Dr. Mayer married in New York. His 
wife was not in business, ®ut a poor girl, 


}aS poor as the doctor was himself then. 


“He studied hard and gradually won suc- 
cess as a specialist. They came to St. Louls 
and the physician established an office here 
and a few out inthe State. Six children 
were born and all went well until about five 
years ago when Mrs. Mayer suddenly de- 
veloped the most unwarrantable jealousy 
for her husband. A lady patient tn his of- 
fice was cause for a scene, the meeting of 
a lady acquaintance on the street was 
given jealous misconstruction and the phy- 
sic‘ans life became unbearable, 

“One of his offices was in Oklaho He 
decided ta sue for a divorce there as it 
would be given less publicity than in @& 
Louls. He did so but it was at the time 
the divorce scandals in the courts were be-« 
ing investigated and this magistrate refused 
the decree. Mayer appealed and was stse- 
tained tn the higher court. Then he came 
forward voluntarily and offered $75 por 
month alimony for the support of his chil- 
dren, whom he dearly loved. This he hag 
paid whenever he had it and will continue 
doing so if the money ts in hia possession, 
He never deserted his family nor did he 
ever refuse to contribute to its support 
when it was possible. 

“Mrs. Mayer vowed he would never enjey 
his freedom. She has sent the boy out t@& 
dog his steps, make scenes that the paper@ 
would notice and give the physician the 
worst of it. :

T HAT summer is productive of crime is generally recognized by neurologists, though crime is not directly due

‘treme and sudden changes of temperature are predisposing external agencies to disease to the weak or to the unsani- 
tarily environed, but in summer there are many other accompanying favorable conditions for the advent of disease. 
The heat of susnmer, accompanied as it usually is in this climate by an oppessively moist and malaria-laden atmos- 
phere, as well as the products of animal and vegetable decomposition, develops latent tendencies and diseases in 
those whose systems (reduced below par, perhaps, from insufficient quantity and quality of sleep, incident to the 


short nights and oppressive weather), are Overload 


with the products of the chef and caterer’s art which decém- 


pose in and poison the body, and saturated with t®bacco and alcohol, the latter taken under the misapprehension 
that it will cool the body, as it is likewise erroneously imbibed inthe winter to keep the body warm. While sum- 
mer is evidentiy productive of crime, we must look to agencies foreign to the sun’s rays alone, which are in them- 
selves beneficial in drying up the moisture and preventing the formation of malaria and other disease germs.

ORINNE HAL, efter seven attempts at 
self-destruction, spent three days in a bare 
cell in the City Hospital observation ward. 

The cell furnishings, which consist of a cot, bed 
clothing, chacr, tin bucket and tin cup, were re- 
moved because the authoritdes feared t + womai 
would convert them into weapons and find some 
way of killing herself. 

With a chair or a plece of the cot she might 
beat herself to death, or out of the bed clothing 
che might form @ noose and hang herself. In 
ber case the most radical precaution was deemed 
necessary. 

“They have taken everything out of my cell,” 
she said, “but I oan dash my brains out against 
the walls. They can't stop me from doing that."' 

This threat was communicated to the hospital 
guards and a constant watch was kept over her 
cell from that time forward until she was re. 
moved to the asylum, 

On every subject except suicide this woman is 
rational. She has no education, but is not lack- 
ing in native talent, and as long as she can be 
kept on topics other than suicide, ehe is a pleas- 
ant conversationalist. 

She is now in the City Insane Asylum, where 
the doctors tell her that qa course of treatment 
will bulld up her ehattered nerves go that she 
can see the bright side of Nfe.

“I have studied Corinne Hall carefutly\from « 
professional standpoint, and I believe that con- 
stant restraint and close watohing is all that 
will prevent her from self-destruction. I don’t 
remember having ever attended a more aggra- 
vated case of sulcidal mania. After each at- 
tempt ehe Is just so much more determined to 
cle, 

“This is partly due to her shattered nerves. 
She is physically weak and her nerves ere al- 
most wrecked. I do not consider the case abso- 
lutely incurable, however, and With the treatment 
she will receive at the asylum, she may re- 
cover. 

“T have been asked if it would not be just as 
well to let such a wreck go. I answer most 
emphatically no. Any human life ts worth sav- 
ing, and I think especially so in a case like thia, 
where the poor woman has already had more 
than her share of trouble. To restore her te 
bealth and thereby cure her mania for suicide 
will be a granc and noble triumph for the mag 
who accomplishes ft. Such result can only be 
obtained, however, by a long course of systematic 
treatment.” 
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Dr. Edward C. Runge, superintendent of 
the City Insane Asylum, said: 

“Corinne Hall will never be permanently 
cured. She was an inmate of the asylum 
four years ago. When she left she was 
in the pink of health. Now her blood is 
thin and her general physical, as well as 
mental, health is run down. 

“She may be temporarily cured. When 
her blood is In the right condition Corinne 
will be much better. The loss of her left 
hand had much to do with her suicidal 
mania. She ia alone in the world, with 
nothing to live for, and brooded over this. 

“Corinne is much happler here than any- 
where else. She had no home but Mrs. 
Otto's institution, where she lived before 
her last attempts at suicide, and while it 
is a very good place, it is not home tn the 
sense I mean. Her mania is not delualve. 
If it were Corinne would commit suicide 
or kill her keeper. We could not restrain 
her, for she would find a way. As long as 
she remains in a healthy condition she 
will not want to kill herseif.”

Four little Shetland ponies owned and 
trained by H. M. Howerd of Pittsburg, 
Pa.. have been doing all these things in 
Bt. Louis this woek. They have been one 
of the features down at Lewis & Ernest's 
Bouth Side Pavilion, and their exhibition 
has delighted many audiences, 

The success which has rewerded Mr. 
Howard's efforts in little 
steeds serves to show how far it is possi- 
ble to cultivate the intelligence of a horse 
and what a patient man can do. 

There are four of the Shetlands end a 
little colt. The colt is but a week old and 
weighs but 19 pdunds. He has not under- 
taken stage lines yet, and has not been seen 
upon the stage. Of these three ponies the 
most gallant looking is Sparkle, a snow 
white and dignified little fellow with a dash 
of jet black over his pretty head that 
gives him the appearance of a biack- 
plumed prince. 

When the curtain rises Mr. Howard's 
ponies are standing behind the wings. At 
the call “Sparkle,”’ the little white fellow, 
leaps forward and cantere in upon the 
gtage. Sparkle has quite a list of clever 
tricks. He can wrestle anybody any way 
and the man that Sparkle cannot put to the 
floor in a bout has never yet accepted Mr. 
Howard's invitation to come on the stage. 
Then there is Pinto, the piano-playing pony, 
@ pretty bay with white flecks here and 
there, and several tricks which must have 
entailed a world of patient work upon the 
part of the trainer. Pinto’s specialty is 
playing the piano. A little plano with pro- 
truding, knob-like keys ie set before her, 
and sitting down before it she raises first 
one front hoof and then the other and to 
the great delight of the audience plays 
“Home, Sweet Home.”

Corn Shows Improvement Over a Main 
Portion of Missouri. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 27.—The Corn Belt, issued 
by the C., B. & Q. Ry., will to-morrow 
say this about the crop in the States named: 

Nebraska—The wheat is threshing out 
finely, about the lowest yield being 12 bush- 
els to the acre and the highest 30 bushes, 
winter and epring wheat running about 
alike on account of the very favorable early 
weather for the latter. There have been 
rumors of hot winds recently injuring corn. 
There proves to be !ittle or nothing In these 
reports. Corn is in fine condition in the 
western part and the far eastern part of the 
State. Between Hastings and Lincoln, on 
the Burlington Route, it does not look so 
well. Corn has lacked efficient cultivation 
on account of early wet weather at a time 
when the work was most needed to keep 
down the weeds. Of reports from 5 coun- 
ties, two say the prospect is excelent for 
corn: 58 declare it is good, 102 fair and ‘9 
poor; one declares the crop a failure.

The idea, of course, is excellent. Most probably 
something will be done.

If they go about it in the right way the veterans 
of this war can do a great deal to help themsecives 
and also benefit their country. First they will need 
to get their charters. These will be, doubtless, com- 
prehensive. Then they should go to Congress. From 
that body concessions should be secured that would 
erable these veterans to obtain unowned or unim- 
proved lands in Cuba and elsewhere. 

The veterans of this war could thus not only aid 
one another, but win mutual material benefits and 
add to the prosperity of the nation. Never before 
have Americans had to go into tropic jungles, facing 
disease and death in unusual forms for their country’s 
sake. See how gladly thousands more than were re- 
quired volunteered to go. They fought desperately 
against tremendous odds—barbed wire entanglements, 
block-houses, smokeless powder, Mauser bulleta, 
treacherous sharpshooters, who fired on wounded, 
physicians and all, like savages; with inadequate ~up- 
plies and minus proper artillery support, unc ‘as- 
ing sun and drenching rains, and now thousr are 
prostrate with fevers, besides 1,600 killed anc w» ded 
in one assault alone.

It is against the laws of the government 
for the Queen to receive the crown from the Queen 
Regent or the Prime Minister. It is true she might 
have crowned herself, as several other sovereigns 
have done, but it is not likely that the people of 
Holland would approve of this proceeding. 

Instead of a coronation,, therefore, a simple cere- 
mony of taking the oath in the presence cf state and 
diplomatic representatives in the new church at 
Amaterdam has been substituted 

This arrangement is approved by the young Queen 
herself and by the Queen Regent, both of whom are 
extremely simple in their tastes Withelmina is 
known to have much pride and self will, but the 
wise influence of her mother has #o guided her tastes 
that she dislikes any unnecessary display or ostenta- 
tion 

After the ceremony the Queen will drive through 
the poorer parts of the city as well as through the 
residential streets. For two weeks the people will 
be in close touch with their Queen, both in Amsterdam 
and The Hague. Only two thousand persons have

There will be but 
one festival perforn-ance at the principal theatre in 
Amsterdam and but a very small court ball at the 
palace in The Hague. Everywhere the pleasure of the 
rhasses has been considered rather than that of the 
nobility. Indeed there is some dissatisfaction ex- 
pressed among the people of the aristocracy that 
they have rather left out of the popular pro- 
ceedings which will install thetr Queen. They are 
building their hopes, however, upon more dignified 
celebrations when the young Queen is married. At 
present that event seems rather a remote contingency 
as the court has before this learned Wilhelmina is 
a young woman with decided tastes of her own and 
she has evinced no intention of being married to suit 
anybody's inclinations rather than her own. There 
is rot such a large choice for the young Queen. The 
Dutch people have a deeply-rooted prejudice against 
any German price becoming the Prince Consort, and 
there are no English princes avaliable at present. It 
is possible that Wilhelmina will wait unt)! some de- 
sirable prince grows up for her. 

The young Queen of Holland is a most desirable 
bride. She is a rich heiress in her own right and cas 
offer her future husband weaith and a crown with 
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her own very lovely self. 

The largest of ner palaces is the Town Hall of 
Amsterdam. Outside & appears more an official 
building than royal residence. The interior, however, 
is very rich and beautiful. It was bullt in 188 and 
presented to King Louis Bonaparte for his personal 
occupancy. 

At The Hague the palace is small and unpreten- 
tious. One of the favorite dwelling places of Queen 
Withelmina ts called the “House in the Wood.” This 
is a comfortable house, built over 250 years ago. It is 
surrounded by trees. There is a little retreat in the 
country north of the Utrecht where Queen Wilhelmina 
loves to go. It is the chateau of Soestdvk. There

at every period of her life are sold by the thousands 
in Holland. A favorite one represents her as a little 
child held in the arms of her mother, the Queen 
Regent. Another pretty one shows her when a very 
young girl playing with a favorite dog. The one 
most sought after now, however, is the portrait of 
the young Queen wearing the robe of ermine and 
velvet and adorned with the crown jewels. 

A pretty feature of the approaching installation 
festivities is a method of carrying the news of the 
coronation to every part of Holland. Six thousand 
homing pigeons, or carrier doves, are to be brought 
to Ameterdam on the day of the installation. These 
birds have been collected from every portion of the 
Low Coun They will be confined in baskets, 
which will be placed in the public square at the back 
ef the Ryx Museum. At the moment that Queen 
Wilhelmina ee into the square and the people

acclaim her as sovereign these birds will be set free 
and will carry to every part of Holland the news that 
the loved little Queen is officially the sovereign of 
the Netherlands. A more poetic means of carrying the 
message of the Queen's good will to her people could 
not have been devised. 

The Hollanders are most anxious that their Queen 
should marry and that the succession to the throne 
be assured. Not long ago Wilhelmina herself in ref 
erence to this subject sald to her mother, “I don't 
want a husband. I shall reign alone, tke Bitsabet® 


of England. At any rate I shall never marry any One® ~ oy 
whom I do not love dearty.” | oS
